Th» repnblicon party pays the penalty 


ot being the thoughtful and progressive 
party of tbe country.

OBITUARY. 


SODDEN 
DEATH 
OF 
JCEOE AMOS P. 


HBIOEARD. 


The people of Janesvillo wore startled 


tbis morning at tbe announcement of tho 
death of Judge Amos P. Prichard. 
While many were aware that ho had been 
ia very poor health for some time, none 
anticipated the end so soon. At C:15 
o'clock this morning, the Judge had 
partly got out of bod, an;l while in tl-o 
act of washing his hands, ho fell back 
on the boa dead. The sudden stroke be- 
ing attributed to heart disease with 
which be had been troubled for some 
years. Judge Amos P. Triohard was 
born at Bradford, Vermont, May Gtb, 
1827. being 59 years of ago at this time. 
He graduated from the University of 
Vermont, and also from tho Cambridge 
Law school. Became to Janesville in 
18EO and commenced the practice of law, 
being a member of the law firm of Nog- 
gle, Prichard & Barry—J . M. Barry now 
being one of the judges of the supreme 
court ot Minnesota. He wns oity olerk 
for one or two terms, was elected county 
jadge m tho spring of 1857, and held the 
office until his death, having bocn elected 
eight times without opposition—At the 
timo of his death he was serving the first 
year of his eighth term, being the twenty 
ninth year of service in that office. 


Hw 
professional 
lifo was always 


marked by tho highest [sense of [honor, 
by a keen sympathy lor tho [poor or op- 
pressed suitor, and by "a plainly shown 
impatience at thatjpublic olamtir which 
now and then usurps tbe place of justice, 
demanding a victim. For tbe past thirty 
yoais his public life .lias been open to the 
view of all, and io common >ith a large 
majority of men who huvo watched itt 
we have learned the lesson of respect 
for its excellence 
Within these years 


wo have enjoyed the privilege of his close 
acquaintance Jand fnoadsuip, and cnn 
bear earnest [testimony to Hie kindness 
ot Jheart acd Rraciousnees ot manner 
which made him the friend and fiiacinot- 
ing companion. 


Judge Priohard was married Septem- 


ber J5tb, 18C4, (this day being the twenty- 
second anniversary oC tlmt happy event) 
to Miss Augusta Dearborn, daugutor of 
Lyman Dearborn, now of K'jnsae.

children—three girlu and one boy—are tha 
traits of this union, who with the grief 
Etrioken wife, now survive to mourn tbe 
loss of a loving parent and husband
